Scheme  of  arguments  (see  below  the  supporting  scriptural  texts): 


1.  The  Lord  did  so  many  signs  and  things  that  they  cannot  be  contained  in 
countiess  books. 

2.  The  Gospei  that  the  first  Christians  received  from  the  aposties  was  mainiy 
verbai  (containing  aiso  other  things  that  the  ones  from  the  Scriptures)  and  -  as 
a  spirituai  message  of  saivation  -  was  received  in  a  certain  way  by  aii  the 
materiai  creation. 

3.  There  are  many  other  things  to  be  known  from  the  Lord  but  the  discipies  couid 
not  receive  them  before  the  coming  of  the  Comforter.  Promise  of  the  Comforter 
(the  Spirit  of  truth)  which  brings  more  knowiedge  from  the  Lord. 

4.  The  Lord  promised  to  His  beiievers  endiess  spirituai  knowiedge  that  wiii  give 
them  everiasting  iife  (so  we  shouid  not  consider  His  communication  with  us  as 
iimited).  Life  eternai  itseif  is  the  knowiedge  of  God. 

5.  The  mystery  of  God,  the  Father  and  Christ  contains  aii  the  treasures  of  wisdom 
and  knowiedge.  Is  this  fuiiy  unveiied  in  the  Scriptures?  However,  the  discipies 
received  the  promise  through  Paui  that  they  wiii  acknowiedge  this  mystery. 

6.  The  scriptures  (Oid  Testament)  are  veiied  and  peopie  need  to  have  their 
understanding  opened  (by  the  Lord)  in  order  to  understand  their  mysteries.

11.  Understanding  a  spirituai  teaching  with  the  heart  is  the  way  to  conversion. 
Love  has  to  be  the  basis  of  aii  knowiedge  and  judgment,  so  one  couid  approve 
(admit)  the  exceiient  (divine)  things. 

12.  Love  and  not  righteousness  (inciuding  that  given  by  faith)  is  the  most 
important  before  the  Lord.  (Therefore  we  shouid  consider  anything  that  may 
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prompt  people  towards  love  for  fellowman  and  value  any  teaching  according  to 
this  aspect.) 

13. Teaching  of  Paul  against  new  doctrines  preaching  other  Jesus^  other  Gospel^ 
other  spirit  (leaving  room  for  the  ones  consistent  with  the  right  ones,  such  as 
the  New  Revelation).  Testimony  of  Jesus  as  Lord  is  the  proof  of  validity  of  any 
spiritual  teaching.
